The UNO Library Friends are working on giving the

Plans for the renovation include replacing the four current

Lace up those sneakers! All 
members of the UNO community are 
invited to fall in step with the recently 
formed Walk to Wellness Program. 

The Mav-Rec Stampede sponsors 
the program. 

“{It] is designed to encourage 
individuals of the UNO Campus 
Community to regularly engage in one 
of the best exercises a person can do - 
walking,” said Dave Daniels, assistant 
director for fitness/wellness and 
instruction programs at UNO. 

Anyone on campus is welcome to 
join the Walk to Wellness. Walking can 
be a benefit to people regardless of age, 


gender, level of conditioning, or athletic 
ability, Daniels said. 

He said walking and other aerobic 
activity has been proven to make the 
lungs healthier, burn calories, help with 
weight management, lower blood 
pressure, decrease stress, increase 
mental function, increase energy levels 
and do a host of other things. 

Unlike many exercises, walking 
doesn’t require a learning curve or 
great amount of skill, agility or 
coordination. It is also relatively 
inexpensive. The only requirement is a 
good pair of shoes. 

“The great thing about walking is 
it involves less stress on the joints and 
connective tissues than some exercises

such as running or jogging,” Daniels 
said. “Also, studies have shown that 
when small work periods, such as 10 to 
15 minutes, are combined together in 
one day, they are almost equivalent to 
doing one longer 30 [minute] 
workout.”

Long Course: 30 to 40 minutes on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays. 
Walkers start at 12:15 p.m. at the front 
door of the Health Physical Education 
and Recreation Building. The group 
walks through Elmwood Park, 
Memorial Park or the North Campus. 

Short Course: 10 to 15 minutes on

UNO takes part in the American Democracy Project

UNO has volunteered to participate 
in the American Democracy Project, a 
national program that is aimed at 
increasing student involvement in the 
community and public lite, 

The New York Times and the 
American Association of State Colleges 
and Universities created the program. 
UNO its one of 145 participating 
universities, 

Clair Fleener with the Office of 
Academic and Student Affairs at UNO 
said the project was created to address the 
problem of declining public interest in 
community affairs and government It is 


college students, he said. 

Students are in a unique position 
because they have a lot of influence as 
young voters and consumers, Fleener 
said. 

“Democracy is not a spectator sport. 
It’s not something that you can invent 
once, put on the shelf and expect it to be 
there in the same form when you go back 
to it 10 years later” 

The main goal of the project is to 
increase citizen activity in things such as 
community groups, volunteer 
organizations and politics. 

Fleener said one thing the program 
will do is recognize, encourage and 
reward the civicoriented activities that 
av already going on at UNO. 


“If 
we can report on those activities and give 
them alittle press, then it helps their cause 
and it also helps ours by showing the 
community the kind of impact the 
university has.” 

Another plan of the project is to 
recognize and add to the courses at UNO 
that include some aspect of civic 
engagement such as internships, 
practicums and service leaming, Fleener 
said. A survey of the nearly 3,200 courses 
at UNO showed that around 600 have 
such a component, and almost half of 
those are graduate courses.

Mondays through Fridays. This course will start at 2:15 p.m. 
at the south door of the Eppley Administration Building. 
The group will walk around the Pep Bowl. 

Inclement Weather Course: This walk lasts 30 minutes 
and starts at the north door of the Milo Bail Student Center. 
On days with bad weather or temperatures below 45 
degrees, the long walk groups will meet at Student Center 
and take the shuttle to Crossroads to walk indoors. 

“The short walk groups will not meet if the weather is 
too severy, but individuals are encouraged to walk in their 
respective buildings, at the HPER building track, or fit their 
walks in at home,” Daniels said. 

The Walk to Wellness Program also allows participants 
to earn hoof prints for Mav ‘Tracks, Mav Tracks is the 
incentive portion of thy Wellness Stampede. It is a free, self- 
monitoring, program. Hoof prints, or points, are carned for 
documented wellness-activities, and prizes are earned once 
given point levels are reached. 

The Walk to Wellness Program hoof prints are rewarded 
in this manner: LOO steps per day =1 hoof print. 2,000 = 2 
hoof prints. 3,000 = 3 hoof prints. 4,000 = 4 hoof prints. 6,000 
— 5 hoof prints. 8,000 = 6 hoot prints. 10,000 =: 7 hoof prints. 

Pedometers with step-measuring capabilities are 
available at local sporting goods stores, fitness retail stores or 
through the Wellness Stampede. They usually run about $15 
to $20. 

For participants who don’t want to purchase a step 
pedometer, there will be a hoof print system based on time: 
30 minutes = 5 points; 45 minutes = 6 points; and | hour = 7 
points.

The purpose of a 
large portion of — the 
entertainment arts in this 
country isnot merely to titillate 
the senses of those who 
engage the works thereof, but 
to create an alternate reality for 
them to live. In other words, 
the business of entertainment is built on what 
we now have to hold to be defacto religions, 
complete with their preachers, holy literature 
and fanatics. The icons of popular 
entertainment are idols, to be worshipped, and 
consulted about the minutest details — their 
stories, as told by the screen and other media 
are gospels and a guide for living. A couple of 
years back, a new fad arose attracting a large 
number of adherents. It was The Matrix and it 
was sublime. This story possessed all the 
required ingredients for an enduring legacy - 
enigmatic characters, words uttered in a spirit 
of wisdomand issues of genuine philosophical 
concem. There was just enough mystery in The 
Matrix to ensure that people would come 
asking for more and just enough revelation to 
ensure that those who came would stay. 

The first saga of The Matrix dosed on a 
messianic note. A promise of retum, the hope of 
freedom and the reality of a second coming - 
this delighted proponents and fanatics to no 
end; not only had The Matrix cleverly

A taste of Thailand

Many people may not see 
the small restaurant enclosed 
between The Rose costume 
gallery and another building. Itis 
a fairly small building; you have 
to look closely to see the sign. 
The name of this superb, cozy 
little restaurant, located at 1905 
Farnam St, is Bangkok Cuisine. 

I first came across this 
restaurant when two of my 
friends wanted to take me out for 
lunch. They were ecstatic to take 
me to their favorite Thai 
restaurant and presented me 
with no other choice by luring 
me inside and protesting the best 
Pad Thai they had ever 
encountered. Having tried Thai 
food only once before, | was 
thrilled to check it out. 

As you sit down, the aroma 
of the spicy dishes fills your 
nostrils. Placed on the center of 
the table is a flower, a jar of fresh 
peanuts, soy sauce, and the rest 
of the “sure to wake you up” 
sauces, 

The décor and _ lighting 
depict a traditional Thai feel. The servers are 
pleasant and friendly and serve the food 
promptly. 

We waited for what seemed like less 
than five minutes before our meal was 
served, My friends insisted I try the Pad 
Thai, which is a favorite dish of many who 
enjoy Thai food. There are levels to all Thai 
food, 1 being extremely mild to 10, which 
will scorch your socks off.

The holidays are approaching and many 
people begin to worry about those naughty 
holiday pounds. For most, the holidays are a 
joyous time for gathering with friends and 
family and eating delicious food. 
But for some, the holidays can 
be a very dreaded time. 

Approximately 97 million 
adults are considered to be 
obese, said Rita Frickle, a 
clinical dietitian at Creighton 
University. On average, a person 
will gain five to seven pounds ¥ 
over the holiday months. 

Frickle offered some tips for 


keeping those unwanted holiday 


pounds off: 

1. Lighten up recipes. Instead of using 
the whole amount of shortening, use 1/4 the 
amount the recipe calls for and use 
applesauce for the rest. This is only for recipes 
that are not crispy. For cookies and other 
crispy items, use the recommended amount 
of shortening. 

2. A good sugar substitute is Splenda, 


Frickle said. You can substitute all the sugar a 
recipe calls for with Splenda. 

3. Snack before you go toa holiday party. 
If you snack beforehand, you will be less 
likely to overeat, Frickle said. 

4. Fill up on fiber. Graze on fruit and 
vegetables. 
5. Snack smart. Eat fruits and 
vegetables. Most portions are 
super sized, even in restaurants, 
Frickle said. A good rule of 
thumb is try to eat a 3-ounce 
portion of meat. That is 
approximately the size of a 
deck of cards or the palm of a 

womans hand. 
ee 6. Keep active. Do at least 
30 minutes of exercise each day. If 

you cannot exercise for 30 minutes at one 
time, break it up, Frickle said. Try 10 minutes 
in the morning, 10 minutes at lunch and 10 
minutes in the evening. 

Remember, holidays are supposed to be 
spent with family and friends. 

Have fun and enjoy yourself, but 
remember “moderation, not elimination,” 
Frickle said.

Upon my arrival at Lil’ Burro Mexican 
Restaurant with my younger brother, 
Andrew, we were enveloped by the 
aromas of Mexican cuisine. The cozy 
restaurant produced tantalizing smells 
that made my mouth water. 

We entered the restaurant, which is 


; located at Capehart Road and South 29th 


Avenue in Bellevue. A friendly hostess, 
who led us to our booth by the window, 
immediately greeted us. She returned 
with a bowl of warm, crispy tortilla chips 
and salsa. 

As I looked around the restaurant, 
which first opened its doors eight and a 
half years ago, I noticed the unique decor. 
Vintage advertisements for assorted 
beverages covered the green walls, along 
with some neon signs near the bar. With 
both non-smoking and smoking sections, 
the atmosphere was relaxed and inviting. 

Shortly after being seated, we 
received our beverages. Andrew and | 
both opted for water to accompany our 
meals. 

The colorful menu offered plenty of 
variety, including appetizers such as 
nachos with every topping imaginable: 
guacamole, cheese, olives, jalapefio 
peppers, sour cream and tomatoes. Taco 
salads, soups and chili, and side dishes 
such as Spanish rice and refried beans 
were also offered. There were even some 
options for the more American palates, 
such as hamburgers and steak. This was 
all in addition to the wide array of 
Mexican dishes. 

Whatever your taste, there is bound to 
be something at Lil’ Burro you will enjoy. 

After Andrew looked over the menu, 
he quickly decided on the Big Red Burrito, 
which was $7.95. I, on the other hand, had 
a much harder time deciding on a meal, 
since everything looked absolutely 
enticing. 

After much deliberation as I munched 
on some chips and salsa, I finally decided 
on the chicken enchilada platter, also 
$7.95. The courteous waitress took our 
orders and immediately took them to the 
kitchen. 

After several minutes of chatting,

Andrew and I received our meals. 
Andrew’s Big Red Burrito was a huge 
shredded beef burrito covered with a red. 
chili sauce, along with lettuce, sour cream, 
Spanish rice and refried beans on the side. 

My meal included three sizeable 
chicken enchiladas smothered in a spicy 
brown sauce with lettuce, tomato, Spanish 
rice and refried beans on the side as well. 
It was quite obvious neither of us would 
be leaving Lil’ Burro hungry. 

Andrew was clearly enjoying his 
burrito as I startet to partake of my meal. 
The Spanish rice was perfectly cooked and 
the refried beans were smooth and 
creamy. The enchiladas were quite tasty as 
well, with tender shredded chicken filling 
each of the soft tortillas. 

A dessert of fried ice cream followed 
our meal. The ice cream, $3.95 each, was 
well worth the price. The dessert arrived 
in a crispy tortilla bow] that was quite 
reminiscent of those that taco salads are 
served in, except flakier. The tortilla bowl 
was coated with cinnamon and sugar and 
the vanilla ice cream ball had a very tasty, 
crunchy, nutty fried shell and was topped 
with whipped cream and chocolate sauce. 

The bill for our two meals, including 
dessert and tax, was $25.47. Lil’ Burro, 
which accepts cash, checks or credit cards, 
is very affordable and a great place to 
bring a date or dine out with the entire 
family. 

Another positive aspect of the dining 
experience of Lil’ Burro was the 
cleanliness of the establishment. Even the 
bathrooms were clean and smelled fresh. 

Shane Ashelford, owner of Lil’ Burro, 
said he started the restaurant because he 
enjoyed cooking: “I had some good 
recipes and I’ve been cooking for 25 
years.” 

Ashelford’s favorite part of being a 
restaurant owner is meeting people. 

“T get to meet a lot of really nice 
people here,” he said.

Records for UNO football this season 


Ryan Krause became just the third 
receiver in UNO history to break 1,000 
yards for the year. Krause ranks second on 
the list with 1,066 yards. Krause also 
ranks second in receptions in a season 
with 67 and is second in career receiving 
with 2,566 yards. 

Brandon Pinderhughes ranks first among 
cornerbacks in pass break-ups in a season 
with 16 this year. 

Brian Masek fell just short of setting the 
season passing efficiency record for the 
year. He completed 59.7 percent of’his 
passes. The record is 61.8 percent set in 
1983 by Randy Naran. Masek’s 2,336 
yards on the year is also the second best 
season for a UNO quarterback. But Masek 
did set the record for total offense with 
2,645 yards of offense this year. He also 
ranks second in touchdown passes in a 
season with 24 this year. 

Justin Kammrad broke his own single- 
game rushing record with 308 yards 
against Mankato. His previous best was 
239 in his first start of the year. Kammrad 
also finished the year second in 
touchdowns for a runningback with 14. 
The record is 16. He also ranks second in 
career touchdowns by a running back, one 
short of the record. He is just the second 
back to have four 200-yard games. He got 
200 in each of his final four games. He 
also ended with a 10-game streak of at 
least 100 yards. He is a Harlon Hill award 
(Division II’s Heisman) nominee as well. 
The UNO offense set a record for most 
first downs in a season with 246. 

Four UNO players were named to the 
North Central Conference all-academic 
team. Seniors Brad Borland, Gabe Meints 
and Justin Kammrad were named to the 
offense and senior linebacker Nick Sutko 
to the defense. 


Kammrad’s performance was a fitting 
bookend to his Maverick career. The 
senior running back originally broke the 


single game 
rushing record in 
his first start as a 
redshirt 
freshman, a 239- 
yard performance 
in 2000 against 
Mankato. 
Kammrad turned 
in his 10th 
consecutive 100- 
yard game and 
fourth 
consecutive 200- 
yard game. 

UNO ran up 
and piled — on 
points right away 
against Mankato. 
UNO scored the 
first three 
touchdowns — of 
the game.

Friday night at Qwest Center, the UNO 
Mavericks snapped a 14-game winless streak 
that dated back to Feb. 21. But Lake State came 
back to win Saturday night 4-1. It was Lake 
Superior’s first conference road win since Dec. 
9, 2000. 

Freshman Scott Parse added to his team 
scoring lead with two goals Friday and, like 
much of the rest of the team, was smiling 
broadly after the game. 

“T’ve been able to score goals at every level 
and that’s just what I'm trying to do here,” 
Parse said. “This is a huge confidence booster 
We've just got to keep working and keep 
scoring goals.” 

Even though they started out lukewarm, 
the Mavericks got on the board with Mike 
Gabinet's fluttering wrist shot from the blue line 
at 14:02 of the first period. 

UNO then heated up by lighting the lamp 
four times in the second period, including tbvo 
power play poals.

The senior 
back also broke off a 56-yard run, breaking 
his old record with a quarter to spare. 

Maverick Head Coach Pat Behrns 
said Kammrad’s performance was a 
testament to his abilities. 

“I've been telling people that if 
cloning was legal, we'd do it,” Behrns 
said. “Justin Kammrad has had a great 
year. | don’t know what there is to say 
about him that hasn’t been said. If I could 
go out and campaign for him I would, 
because | don’t know if there’s a better 
football player in Division II.” 

Kammrad is on the 24-man list of 
candidates for the Harlon Hill Trophy, 
Division II’s answer to the Heisman 
Trophy. 

Masek scored UNO’s final points of 
the game with 2:23 left in the third, 
running for an 11-yard touchdown to put 
the Mavs ahead 42-10. Masek, with his 273 
yards passing and 14 yards rushing, 
finished with 2,645 yards on the season. 
That mark bested Marlin Briscoe’s 36- 
year-old record of 2,639 yards in a season.

The 
tough-angle shot beat LSSU goalie Matt Violin 


to pull within 42-25, but they would come 
no closer to their first win of the season. 

In addition to Kammrad and Masek 
setting milestones, Krause made his own 
marks, The senior receiver caught five 
passes for 103 yards to become just the 
third UNO player with 1,000 receiving 
yards in a season. Krause is tied for second 
all-time in single season receptions and 
alone in second 1,066 yards in a season. 

UNO improved to 8-3 and 5-2 in the 
North Central Conference while MSM 
ended their season at 0-11 (0-7). The Mavs 
came into Saturday seventh in the 
Midwest region rankings and needing 
numerous results to go their way for a 
playoff berth. The fifth- and sixth-ranked 
teams each lost Saturday, but the outlook 
for UNO is still grim. 

Masek said the team was frustrated at 
being spectators in the playoff chase. 

“It just stinks that it comes down to 
this,” Masek said. “We know we could be 
one of the top competitors in the playofts. 
We have to hope for the best, but it’s not 
the way we wanted it to be.”

Soccer falls in 
frosty NCC semis

UNO's dreams of post-season glory 
took yet another hit as the No. 15 
Mavericks lost to North Dakota for the 
second time this season. 

UND toppled the Mavericks 2-1 in the 
North Central Conference tournament 
semifinals, held in frigid Mankato, Minn, 
The loss signaled the — first NCC 
tournament final that did not feature a 
UNO-Minnesota State-Mankato final. 

Maverick Head = Coach Don 
Klosterman said his team played well and 
was unlucky to come out on the losing 
end. 

“T thought we played as well as we've 
played all season,” Klosterman said. “The 
game just didn’t go our way. Things like 
that happen. | don’t think it was anything 
our girls did or didn’t do. It’s frustrating, 
but that’s the way sports are sometimes.” 

Ashley Grace helped create the 
match’s first goal, beating her defender 
down the left sideline and sending a cross 
into Stephanie Kirby. Kirby, one of three 
Maverick seniors, toucheel the ball past 
UND's keeper to put the Mays up 1-0. 

UNO spent most of the opening -half 
in the Fighting Sioux’s defensive end, but 
could not prize another score before 
halftime. 

Klosterman said his team addressed 
controlling the midfield coming into the 
tournament. 

“We wanted to be more aggressive in 
midfield,” “Klosterman said. “We had 
control of the game most of the time, so | 
thought we did well in that aspect.” 

UND pulled level 10 minutes into the 
second half. Johanna Mularoni sent a 
cleared corner kick back into the box and 
Stephanie Pfeiffer laced a shot into the 
upper corner.

Pfeiffer made the Mavericks pay for 
their missed chances just 1:10 into 
overtime, running onto a long ball from 
Dana Parry behind the Mav defense. 
Keeper Amy Price slipped on her way out 
to confront Pfeiffer and the Fighting Sioux 
striker chipped the match-winner into the 
net. 

UNO fell to 14-2-3 with the defeat and 
now must wait to find out their fate in the 
NCAA Central region. The top four teams 
in the region advance to the NCAA 
tournament with the top seed hosting first 
and second round matches. 

Regional selections and match-ups 
were vet to be announced at press time, 
but likely participants are No. 8 Truman 
State, UND, MSM and UNO. 

Despite temperatures barely breaking 
20 degrees, a stiff north wind and a 
treacherous playing surface, top-seeded 
Mankato held off South Dakota State 1-9 
in the other semifinal to make their fourth 
consecutive final. MSM eventually won 
the tournament ina penalty kick shootout 
after finishing overtime even at 2-2 with 
UND. 

Klosterman said his team could do 
little but wait on the news from the 
NCAA. 

“We've been in this situation before,” 
Klosterman said. “Now it’s just a waiting 
game, We're not going to change anything 
all that much. We have the right people in 
the right positions. We just have to stay the 
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‘captain this week.

Lake State did score a power play goal in 
the third period and actually out shot UNO on 
the game, 29-26.

I donot what will become of the members 
of this cult. Perhaps they will fade into the 
shadows like so many before them; perhaps 
they will attempt to defend the indefensible. One 
thing however is for sure — like the fads which 
become religion and the empires that are built 
on them, The Matrix has executed a dassic 
script—it has failed to deliver on its promise; the 
prophecy has nof been fulfilled.
